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In  presenting  this,  the  first  issue  of  the 
NORMAL  ALUMNI  COLUMNS  since  the  pubhca- 
tion  of  this  magazine  was  suspended  some  three 
years  ago,  we  feel  that  the  alumni,  particularly  our 
subscribers,  are  entitled  to  know  the  reasons  for 
the  discontinuance  of  the  publication  at  that  time. 
As  you  know,  we  have  endeavored  to  publish  a 
magazine  of  which  our  alumni  would  be  proud  and 
one  that  would  be  filed  away  and  treasured  by 
them.  To  make  an  attractive  magazine,  we  have 
used  the  best  grade  of  paper  and  have  illustrated 
almost  all  copies  with  numerous  pictures.  These 
features  naturally  increase  the  cost  of  publication. 
The  College  had  been  very  generous  in  assuming 
part  of  the  cost  of  publication;  but  when  that  as- 
sistance was  no  longer  available,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  discontinue  the  publication,  since  the  limit- 
ed number  of  paid  subscriptions  were  insufficient 
to  finance  the  venture.  In  brief,  the  answer  is 
really  quite  simple — sufficient  funds  were  not 
available  to  continue  publishing  the  magazine. 

We  wish  to  express  the  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  present  staff,  as  well  as  the  thousands  of 
alumni  who  received  the  ALUMNI  COLUMNS,  to 
Mr.  S.  W.  Nelken  for  the  untiring  efforts  and  en- 
viable record  as  editor  of  the  former  issues.  The 
high  editorial  standard  which  he  established  and 
maintained  is  a  great  challenge  to  the  present 
staff.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  for 
the  splendid  work  done  by  Mr.  Charles  Cunningham 
as  associate  editor  and  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Webb  as  busi- 
ness manager. 

Under  present  arrangements  with  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  the  College  administration,  we 
feel  confident  that  the  recipients  of  the  COLUMNS 
will  subscribe  in  sufficient  numbers  for  us  to  con- 
tinue its  publication  indefinitely.  The  staff  re- 
solves to  give  you  the  best  possible  magazine  that 
they  can  publish  with  the  finances  available.  We 
trust  that  your  enjoyment  of  the  magazine  will  be 
such  as  to  encourage  you  to  send  in  your  subscrip- 
tions promptly  so  that  its  regular  publication  may 
be  assured. 

We  ask  your  forbearance  in  reading  the  pages 
of  this  and  succeeding  issues  of  the  NORMAL 
ALUMNI  COLUMNS,  and  earnestly  solicit  your 
suggestions  for  its  improvement.  Particularly  do 
we  want  interesting  news  items  concerning  our 
former  students.

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There  are  two  spots  of  Louisiana 
that  are  forever  Normal — they  are 
wherever  Martha  Feltus  and  Dean 
Edwards   Varnado   may    be. 

Those  who  remain  at  the  Louis- 
iana State  Normal  College — students 
and  faculty — and  all  who  have  passed 
through  its  gates  during  the  many 
yeai's  Miss  Varnado  and  Miss  P'eltus 
served  here,  know  that  wherever  Miss 
Dean  and  Miss  Feltus  may  be,  there 
are  recurrent  thoughts  of  the  school 
they  helped  to  mould.  Sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  Normal  scattered  throughout 
the  state,  the  nation,  and  now  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  world,  cher- 
ish memories  of  these  two,  who  em- 
bodied   in    themselves    the   best   of   what 

is  called  the  Normal  spirit;  and  further,  these  men  and 
women  are  strengthened  and  inspired  to  do  their  best  botl~ 
at  home  and  on  the  battle  front,  feeling  that  Miss  Dean 
and  Miss  Feltus  believe  in  them  and  are  interested  in  their 
activities  and  anxieties,  their  pleasures  and  deep  distresses. 

One  might  ask  why  we  speak  of  these  two  in  one 
breath.  Although  a  knowledge  of  the  year  1913  would  give 
the  beginning  of  the  answer,  one  must  go  further  back  to 
appreciate  them   fully. 

Dean  E.  Varnado  was  born  to  Esther  A.  Edwards  and 
W.  S.  Varnado  at  Amite.  Louisiana,  one  May  day  about 
seventy  years  ago.  She  must  have  been  a  precocious  in- 
fant, else  she  could  not  have  attained  or  retained  so  much 
precosity  in  so  short  a  period — seventy  years.  She  was  one 
of  a  large  family  of  sister,  half-sisters,  and  a  half-brother. 
Her  mother  died  when  she  was  quite  small.  The  fostei' 
aunt  who  took  care  of  her  until  her  father's  second  mar- 
riage was  leally  a  mother  to  her  and  one  of  the  deepest 
and  sweetest  influences  of  her  life.  Miss  Varnado  in  turn 
was  a  real  sister  and  almost  a  mother  to  the  children  of 
the  second  family,  particularly  after  the  stepmother's  death. 

Dean  Varnado's  early  schooling  was  received  in  Amite 
at  private  schools,  piincipally  under  the  tutelage  of  Mrs. 
R.  H  Swasey.  She  took  the  teacher's  examination  and  was 
licensed  to  teach.  From  teaching  two  years  in  Amite  and 
several  years  in  Tangipahoa  Parish  rural  public  schools, 
which  ran  only  thi-ee  or  foui-  months  during  the  year,  she 
saved  money  to  come  to  the  Normal  for  the  session  of 
1895-96,  entering  on  her  Second-Grade  Certificate.  The 
next  year  she  taught  again,  but  returned  to  Normal  in 
1897,  graduating  in  1899.  Her  first  position  aftei-  gradua- 
ting was   in   Franklinton. 

After  spending  the  summer  at  Chicago  University, 
Miss  Varnado  came  to  Normal  as  a  teacher  in  the  fall  of 
1905.  With  the  exception  of  time  off  for  further  study  at 
Chicago,  five  terms,  and  at  Columbia,  three  semesters  and 
a   summer,   she   served   the   Louisiana    State    Normal    College 
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until    August,     1942,    retiring    after    thirty-seven    years    of 
service. 

When  she  first  came  to  Normal  she  taught  English. 
This  may  surprise  some  who  know  her  only  as  a  history 
teacher,  but  those  who  noted  her  aptness  in  phraseology 
know  she  did  it  well.  The  writer  is  not  positive  when  she 
changed  from  English  to  history,  but  certainly  it  was 
before    1914. 

Speaking  of  teaching  history  is  a  reminder  that  the 
reader  is  also  interested  in  the  early  days  of  Martha  Feltus, 
daughter  of  Mary  Esther  Brown  and  Henry  James  Feltus, 
born  some  five  years  later  than  Dean  Varnado.  Her 
mother  and  father,  during  her  early  years,  lived  on  a  large 
sugar  plantation  about  twenty  miles  below  New  Orleans. 
Her  earliest  education  was  "picked  up"  from  hanging 
around  a  governess,  who  was  employed  to  teach  her  older 
brothers  and  sisters.  Later  she  was  sent  to  a  private 
kindergarten,  but  she  could  read  and  write  before  she 
entered  it.  She  says  she  was  sent  to  a  private  school  be- 
cause the  "free  schools  were  so  inferior."  In  later  years 
one  had  only  to  see  or  talk  with  Miss  Feltus  to  sense  the 
atmosphere  of  culture,  refinement,  and  dignity  which  was 
her  early  heritage.  Later  she  went  to  "public  school"  in 
Baton  Rouge  for  a  year  and  a  half.  Theic  she  had  a  very 
excellent  teacher,   a   Mrs.   Harbour. 

After  the  Baton  Rouge  schooling,  she  took  the  teach- 
er's examination,  securing  a  First-Grade  Certificate  and 
thereby  a  rural  scliool  about  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  from 
Baton  Rouge.  She  received  twenty-five  dollars  a  month, 
eight  dollars  of  which  went  for  room  and  board.  In  writing 
of  this  expei'ience  she  said: 

'Here  I  saw  a  type  of  country  life  entirely  new  to 
me.  Fifteen  oi-  twenty  miles  in  those  days  was  a  'far 
])iece' — hence  I  could  not  get  home  more  than  once  a 
month — bad  loads  .  .  .  the  horse  and  buggy  days.  I  soon 
realized  that  I  did  not  know  anytiiing,  so  began  to  plan  to 
go  to  Normal." 
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She  entered  Normal  on  a  First-Grade  Certificate, 
stayed  there  sixteen  months,  and  received  a  two-year 
diploma  in  1904.  After  graduating',  she  taught  third  and 
fourth  grade  in  Baton  Rouge;  Mr.  T.  H.  Harris,  whom  she 
had  known  at  Normal,  was  her  principal.  Mr.  Harris, 
while  teaching  English  one  session  at  Normal,  had  Miss 
Feltus  in  a  class  in  Shakespeare.  Later  she  was  promoted 
to  the  principalship  of  the  St.  Louis  Street  School,  where 
she   taught   sixth   and    seventh    grades. 

While  she  was  teaching  in  Baton  Rouge,  she  became 
one  of  the  first  women  to  enter  the  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity. She  took  work  in  the  afternoon  at  L.  S.  U.,  earn- 
ing an  A.  B.  degree.  In  1912  she  obtained  a  leave  of 
absence  from  the  School  Board  to  do  graduate  work.  She 
received  her   M.   A.    degree   from   the   University    in    1913. 

In  the  fall  of  1913,  she  went  to  Normal  as  a  super- 
visor in  the  Training  School  (then  housed  in  the  present 
Science  Building).  And  it  was  here  that  Martha  Feltus 
and   Dean   Edwards  Varnado   first  met.     They   both   boarded 


at  "Burris  Cottage,"  which  was  run  by  Mrs.  Hattie  B. 
Hayes.  And  thus  began  the  mutual  affection  which  deep- 
ened and  strengthened  with  the  passing  years.  Those  who 
know  them  best  recall  in  their  daily  conversation  frequent 
mention  of  that  year  creeping  in:  little  incidents  at  the 
"Cottage,"  friends  of  that  time — Mr.  Vail,  the  Episcopal 
Minister;  Mabel  Moore,  who  later  became  Mrs.  Vail;  Mr. 
Williamson;  "Miss  Jessie"  (Mrs.  Stevens);  Miss  Bessie  and 
Miss  Scharlie  Russell;  Miss  Gussie  Nelken;  Ned  Guardia; 
and  a  host  of  other  Natchitoches  friends.  Evidently  it  was 
a  very  satisfactory  year,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  frequent 
allusions  to  it. 

It  was  the  year  after  this  pair  met  that  Miss  Varnado 
first  became  Dean  of  Women  at  the  Louisiana  State  Nor- 
mal; she  served  in  that  capacity  until  1922,  and  again  from 
1932  until  1942.  With  the  passing  of  the  years,  changes 
took  place  in  their  work  and  study;  many  came  into  their 
lives  and  passed  on ;  the  paths  of  some  crossed  and  re-

crossed  theirs;  but  their  growing  esteem  and   love  for  each 
other   withstood   all   changes. 

Miss  Varnado  was  an  excellent  teachei'  of  history. 
Many  feel,  however,  that  it  is  not  in  the  classroom  that 
she  made  her  greatest  contribution,  but  rather  in  hei' 
capacity  as  Dean  of  Women  and  as  unofficial  counselor  of 
three  religious  organizations:  the  Y.W.C.A.,  the  Y.M.C.A., 
and  the  Newman  Club.  In  working  with  young  people  she 
had  and  still  has  the  unique  quality  of  unhurriedly  helping 
girls  to  see  their  errors  and  as  unhurriedly  helping  each  to 
stiengthen  herself  in   the  ways   of  life. 

In  working  with  the  religious  organizations,  she 
helped  Protestants  and  Catholics  to  work  together  in  a 
broad  fellowship  and  individuals  to  appreciate  things  of 
tlie  spirit  as  manifested  in  themselves  and  others. 

Miss  Feltus  made  many  contributions  in  the  same 
fields  as  Miss  Varnado,  sometimes  serving  as  Dean  of 
Women  (while  Miss  Varnado  was  on  leave)  and  always 
woiking  closely  with  the  girls  in  her  dormitory;  but  many 
consider  her  unique  contributions  to  the  school  were  her 
efficient  supervision  of  the  Literary  Societies  over  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  her  very  superior  teaching — famous  was 
her  exceptional   class   in   Louisiana    History. 

But  one  cannot  really  differentiate  between  their 
contributions,  so  closely  did  they  work  together  for  the 
school  they  both  loved  and  helped  to  shape  in  policies, 
ideas,  and  spirit.  The  students  expressed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  this  fact  by  dedicating  the  POTPOURRI  to  them 
separately   in   their   early   years   and   jointly   in    1942. 

All  had  grown  so  accustomed  to  the  gracious  presence 
of  Miss  Varnado  and  Miss  Feltus  at  Normal  that  friends 
and  alumni,  on  receiving  invitations  to  a  celebration  honor- 
ing them  in  May,  experienced  something  of  a  shock  in  the 
announcement  of  their  coming  retirement  in  August.  On 
May  22,  at  a  program  in  Fine  Arts  Auditorium,  faculty, 
students,  past  presidents,  the  present  administration,  the 
town,  and  the  Alumni  Association  joined  in  paying  due 
honor  to  these  two,  of  whom  we  think  and  speak  in  the 
same  breath.  After  the  program  the  flower-filled  recep- 
tion room  of  Varnado  Hall,  the  porch,  and  the  walk  in 
front  were  filled  with  their  numerous  friends,  many  of 
whom  waited  two  hours  to  be  able  to  go  in  and  speak 
to   them. 

The  anti-climax  of  the  celebi'ation  with  its  telegrams, 
letters,  presents,  flowers,  and  well-wishing  friends  came 
on  the  first  day  of  summer  school,  when  Miss  Varnado 
slipped  near  her  office,  fell,  broke  her  left  leg,  and  injured 
the  nerve  in  her  left  arm.  Miss  Feltus,  ever  ready  to 
support  her  friends  in  every  undertaking,  accepted  the 
position  of  acting  dean  for  the  rest  of  the  summer — this 
in  addition  to  her  regular  teaching.  The  many  friends  of 
the  two  deplored  the  suffering  and  confinement  that  were 
Miss  Dean's  lot  during  her  last  term  on  the  campus,  and 
the  heavy  duties  and  deep  concern  for  Miss  Varnado  that 
Miss  Feltus  had  during  the  same  period.  All,  from  the 
President  to  the  maids,  Doix-as  and  Ethel,  did  what  they 
could  during  the  summer  to  show  their  love  and  aj^piccia- 
tion    of   these   two   beloved   characters. 

At  the  Alumni  banquet  in  Shieveport,  President 
FaiTar  spoke  of  a  part  of  the  heart  of  Normal  departing 
on  September  1 ,  when  they  left.  They  have  indeed  left, 
but  in  going  have  only  changed  the  location  of  that  which 
is  forever  Normal. 


State  Normal  Alumni  Holds  Annual 

Luncheon  at  L.T.A.  Meeting 

In  Shreveport 


A  span  of  a  half-century  separated  two  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  State  who  were  given  seats  of 
honor  at  the  annua!  State  Normal  College  Alumni  luncheon 
held  in  the  Skyline  Room  of  the  Washington-Youree  Hotel 
on  Tuesday,  November  24,  during  the  annual  convention  of 
the    Louisiana    Teachers    Association. 

Miss  Mary  Dingle,  Principal  of  Alexander  School, 
Shreveport,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1892  at  the  State 
Normal  who  has  taught  fifty  years  in  the  Caddo  Parish 
school  system,  was  the  earliest  graduate  at  the  luncheon 
and  Miss  Lois  Milwee,  teaching  at  Vinton,  La.,  was  the 
youngest  of  the  class  of  1942  present. 

In  his  address  at  the  luncheon,  Dr.  Joe  Fairar,  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  outlined  the  progress  of  the  College 
during  the  past  year.  He  pointed  out  that  Normal  is  now 
in  good  standing  with  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools,  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges,  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors,  and  is  again  recognized  by  the  American  Medi- 
cal Society.  The  College  has  made  application  to  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women  for  official 
recognition,  and  we  feel  that  we  shall  receive  such  recogni- 
tion by  them.  He  pointed  out  also  that  the  courses  at  the 
College  had  been  streamlined  and  reorganized  to  fit  into 
the   war  effort. 

A  special  feature  of  the  luncheon  was  the  recognition 
of  members  of  classes  and  literary  societies  at  the  College 
since  1892  by  Spencer  Phillips,  class  of  1912,  superintend- 
ent of  the  schools  for  the  blind  and  the  deaf  at  Baton 
Rouge,  who  served  as  toastmaster.  Of  the  fifty-one  years 
period,  1892  to  1942  inclusive,  forty-nine  years  were  re- 
presented, there  being  only  two  classes   not  represented. 

Gerald  S.  Manning,  Principal  of  Calhoun  High  School, 
was  unanimously  re-elected  President  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation for  1943.  Mrs.  Sue  Keelan,  Principal  of  Zwolle 
High  School,  was  elected  vice-president  to  succeed  W.  J. 
Dodd  of  Oakdale,  who  is  now  serving  in  the  Army.  R.  I. 
Davis,  superintendent  of  R.  E.  A.,  and  president  of  Beaure- 
gard Insurance  Company,  De  Ridder,  Louisiana,  was  elected 
to  serve  four  years  as  a  new  member  of  the  Boaixl  of 
Directors  of  the  Association  to  succeed  K.  R.  Hanchey  of . 
De  Ridder.  Leroy  S.  Miller  was  re-elected  secretary-treas- 
urer. Other  members  of  the  board  of  directors  include  Miss 
Elizabeth  Taylor,  Supervisor  of  Caddo  Parish  schools, 
Shreveport;  W.  L.  Colvin,  Principal  of  Jeanerette  High

Witli  the  registration  of  the  third  contingent  of  cadets 
in  the  Navy  Flight  Preparatory  School  at  the  Normal  here 
this  month,  eleven  additions  to  the  faculty  of  the  naval 
unit  have   begun  work  in   earnest. 

The  new  instructors  include  six  teachers  in  mathe- 
matics and  principles  of  flight  and  five  in  physics,  aerology, 
and  airplane  engines.  Eight  of  the  new  teachers  are 
graduates  of  the  State  Normal  College  and  three  hold 
degrees  from  Louisiana  State  University.

Of  the  250  cadets  who  registered  in  the  first  class  at 
the  flight  prep  school  here,  50,  who  had  taken  civilian  pilot 
training  courses  before  enrolling  in  the  navy  unit  here, 
have  been  transferred  to  the  Naval  Pre-flight  School  at 
Athens,  Ga.  The  first  group  of  graduates  from  the  local 
flight  school  included  cadets  from  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arkan- 
sas  and   Mississippi. 

With  the  third  group  of  cadets  enrolled  in  the  prep 
flight  scliool  here  this  month,  a  total  of  28  full-time  teach- 
ers are  required  to  teach  the  naval  unit  in  seven  courses.

The  establishment  of  a  boarding 
club  on  a  co-operative  basis  has 
been  strongly  recommended  by  the 
former  as  well  as  the  present  editor 
of  the  COLUMNS  for  the  past  five 
years  as  a  means  of  solving  the 
problem  of  attending  college  by 
many  worthy  boys  and  girls  in  the 
State.  The  earnest  desire  of  the 
present  administration  of  the  Col- 
lege to  inaugurate  a  program  that 
would  enable  any  high  school  grad- 
uate in  Louisiana  to  attend  college 
and  receive  an  education  at  the  low- 
est possible  cost  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  Co-opei-ative  Club, 
and  the  COLUMNS  wishes  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  as  well  as 
the  gratitude  of  many  students  to 
Dr.  Joe  Farrar  for  his  keen  interest 
in  the  young  people  of  the  State  as 
exhibited  in  this  program  set  up  for 
their  benefit. 

In  the  Co-operative  Club  a  student 
may  obtain  room,  board,  laundry, 
and  infirmary  service  for  $15.00  per 
month  or  $67.50  per  semester  of  18 
weeks.  This  makes  a  total  cost  of 
$135.00  per  year,  as  compared  to  the 
$240.80    for    living    in     the    regular 
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dormitories — a  saving  to  each  stu- 
dent of  $105.80  per  year.  This  re- 
duction in  cost  is  made  possible  by 
the  fact  that  the  students  do  the 
greater  part  of  their  work  in  the 
Club.,  thereby  eliminating  the  cost 
of  extra  labor.  Each  student  works 
approximately   40   hours   per  month. 

An  additional  featui-e  of  the  co- 
operative plan  is  the  fact  that  as 
much  as  $5.00  per  month  or  $45.00 
per  year  of  the  total  cost  may  be 
paid  in  produce  or  any  acceptable 
commodities  that  may  be  utilized  in 
either  the  co-operative  dining  room 
or  the  regular  dining  room.  Where 
this  part  of  the  plan  can  be  used 
by  a  student,  the  entii-e  cash  outlay 
for  room,  board,  laundry,  and  in- 
firmary service  is  reduced  to  $90.00 
per  year.  Students  in  the  Co- 
operative Club  are  also  eligible  for 
the  working  scholarships  on  the 
campus. 

The  Club  has  proved  very  popular 
with  students,  and  practically  all 
available  space  was  taken  during  the 
fall   semester. 

Students  in  the  Co-operative  Club 
have  the  same  care  and  supervision 
as  all  other  students  on  the  cam- 
pus. A  house  mother  lives  in  the 
dormitory  with  the  girls,  and  a 
monitor  stays  in  the  Club  with  the 
boys.  The  food  is  prepared  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  a  dietitian, 
and  the  cooking  is  done  by  a  regular 
cook. 

Altogether,  we  believe  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Co-operative  Club 
will  serve  the  needs  of  many  boys 
and  girls  throughout  Louisiana  and 
will  solve  for  them  the  problem  of 
acquiring   a   college   education.

Demon  Doings 


Facing  the  inroads  made  upon  the  personnel 
of  the  football  squad  by  graduation  and  by  calls  to 
War  Service,  Coaches  Rags  Turpin  and  Cracker 
Brown  started  fall  practice  with  five  two-year 
lettermen  and  six  one-year  lettermen — or  just  ex- 
actly eleven  lettermen  as  a  nucleus  about  which  to 
build  a  team.  Added  to  this  squad  were  eight 
other  seniors  and  juniors  who  had  not  lettered  in 
football,  some  fourteen  sophomores,  and  eleven 
freshmen.  This  gave  a  complete  squad  of  forty- 
four,  largely  inexperienced,  from  which  the  foot- 
ball machine  of  1942  must  be  built.  The  record 
of  games  played  during  the  season  is  a  good  index 
of  how  successful  was  the  combined  efforts  of 
players  and  coaches. 

Beginning  the  season  with  what  is  commonly 
called  a  warm-up  game  by  L.  S.   U.,  the  Demons 
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played  the  Bayou  Bengals  in  Baton  Rouge  on  the 
night  of  September  19.  The  Demon  coaches  got 
some  valuable  information  about  plays  and  players 
in  that  game — using  thirty-four  players  in  all. 
Even  though  the  score,  40  to  0  in  favor  of  L.  S.  U., 
looks  like  a  terribly  one-sided  game,  it  was  very 
interesting  from  the  spectator's  point  of  view — 
and  a  very  hard-fought  game. 

East  Texas  Teachers  of  Commerce,  Texas, 
champions  of  their  conference  for  the  last  three 
years,  was  next  on  the  list,  a  game  from  which 
the  Demons  emerged  on  the  long  end  of  a  13-0 
score.  This  game  was  followed  by  Sam  Houston 
Teachers  of  Huntsville,  Texas,  on  October  2,  1942. 
Breaking  into  the  win  column  the  preceding  week, 
the  Demons  were  gunning  for  Sam  Houston  and 
bowled  them  over  to  the  tune  of  26-7. 


To  fill  in  a  long  gap  of  three  weeks  before  the 
next  scheduled  game,  arrangements  were  made  to 
play  a  service  team  from  Camp  Beauregard  on 
October  9.  The  soldier  team  played  gallantly,  but 
the  Demon  power  and  fast-running  plays  over- 
powered them,  the  final  score  being  69-0. 

Having  won  three  games  in  succession,  the 
Demons  went  to  work  in  earnest — for  Louisiana 
Tech  was  scheduled  at  the  Fair  grounds  in  Shreve- 
port  as  the  feature  athletic  attraction  of  the  State 
Fair.  Tech  had  a  formidable  record  and  a  for- 
midable line,  as  well  as  a  fast-stepping  and  hard- 
driving  backfield.  They  had  piled  up  a  total  of 
105  points  while  holding  the  opposing  teams  to 
exactly  zero  points.  To  develop  a  scoring  punch 
and  a  defense  to  hold  this  seemingly  indomitable 
machine  brought  about  long  and  arduous  drill, 
secret  practice,  and  everything  that  goes  with  such 
preparation. 

Every  student,  faculty  member,  and  friend 
who  could  find  a  car,  thumb  a  ride,  get  a  bus  or 
railroad  ticket  moved  into  Shreveport  on  the  morn- 
ing of  October  24.  The  band  and  the  students 
literally  took  Shreveport  by  storm — with  parades, 
yells,  impromptu  pep  meetings,  and  the  like.  Tech 
supporters  and  friends  were  equally  vociferous — 
and  so  came  game  time.  The  Tech  team  lived  up 
to  its   tradition   and   reputation,   but   the    Demons 


would  not  be  denied.  When  the  smoke;  of  battle 
cleared  away,  the  scoieboard  road:  Normal  10 — 
Tech   6. 

On  the  following  week-end  the  Southeastern 
Lions  moved  into  Natchitoches,  and  playing  in- 
spired ball  in  a  driving  rain  and  sea  of  mud  almost 
ui)set  the  apple  cart  as  well  as  the  dope  sheet. 
The  Demons  finally  emerged  from  the  fracas  lead- 
ing by  a  single  point — Normal  7 — Southwestern  6. 

Having  won  an  opportunity  to  clinch  the  L.  I. 
C.  crown,  the  Demons  looked  toward  the  South- 
western game  as  the  climax  of  the  season — and 
cHmax  it  turned  out  to  be.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  game,  by  virtue  of  a  touchdown,  a  field  goal, 
and  a  safety,  the  Demons  won  the  L.  L  C.  cham- 
pionship, leaving  the  field  with  the  scoreboard 
showing   Normal    11 — Southwestern    6. 

As  anticlimax  follows  climax,  so  the  Ouachita 
College  Eleven  out-maneuvered  and  outscored  the 
Demons  in  the  last  and  final  game  of  the  season — 
6  to  0. 

Since  football  is  out  for  the  duration,  the  De- 
mons look  back  upon  a  very  successful  season — 
losing  only  the  opening  game  and  the  final  game 
of  the  season.  The  record  for  the  entire  season  is 
as  follows:

Captain  Randall  D.  Keator 

We  wish  to  present  one  of  oui'  many  Normal  boys  who 
have  distinguished  themselves  on  the  field  of  battle  during- 
the  present  world  conflict.  Pictured  on  this  page  is  Cap- 
tain Randall  Keator  of  Campti,  who  has  returned  home 
from  the  south  Pacific  area  and  who  typifies  the  spirit,  the 
high  courage,  and  the  splendid  manhood  of  our  boys  in 
service. 

It  was  a  treat  indeed  to  have  Captain  Keator  back  on 
the  campus,  and  the  entire  student  body  and  faculty  were 
thrilled  at  the  exploits  and  experiences  related  by  him  at 
a    special   assembly,   where   he   talked   to   them. 

Captain  Keator  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  for  gallantry  in  action.  He  brought  down  the  first 
Jap  plane  in  the  Philippines  as  well  as  other  planes  in  his 
first   actual    combat   service. 

After  the  loss  of  Manila  he  was  on  Bataan  peninsula 
until  it  was  forced  to  surrender.  He  escaped  by  going  out 
in  the  baggage  compartment  of  a  single-seater  pursuit  ship 
— which,  incidentally,  ran  out  of  gasoline  and  made  a  forced 
landing  in  the  water  near  Laerte.  He  and  his  companion 
managed  to  reach  Mindanao  and  28  days  later  were  flown 
to  Australia.  Captain  Keator  said  the  principal  food  on 
Bataan  was  rice  and  horse  meat — that  is,  until  they  ran 
out  of  horses;  then   they   had  rice — twice  each  day. 

He  has  been  interested  in  planes  since  his  early  child- 
hood and  is  illustrating  to  his  friends  in  Campti  (see  pic- 
ture) how  he  broug-ht  down  his  first  Jap.  The  planes  pic- 
tured are  models  built  by  young  Keator  many  years  ago. 

After  a  brief  stay  at  home  Captain  Keator  was  station- 
ed in  Richmond,  Virginia,  but  returned  to  Louisiana  just 
recently  to  establish  a  few  more  home  ties — when  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Litha  Davis,  B.  S.  '41,  at  Trout.  Mrs.  Keator  is 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  0.  Davis  of  Trout,  both  of 
whom  are  alumni   of  Normal.
